The scrub nurse was an old 
friend, a distinguished specialist 


and surgeon from Cuba, well 
known and highly honored in 
American medical circles. The 


doctor had fled Castro's commu- 
nism as patterned and sold by 
“Che” Guevara, the evil spirit of 
Guatemala and now Cuba. He was 
one of the thousands of refugees 
in and about Miami. Their daily 
companions are hunger, despair 
and hope. 


The idea which filled Dr. Jones’ 
mind, as he watched the famous 
surgeon patiently scrubbing his 
hands, was one which would en- 
able education to become an ef- 
fective instrument against the 
spread of communism. The old 
friend, whose pride and courage 
had made him avoid any appeal 
to colleagues in America for help, 
was a symbol. 


Dr. Jones’ idea soon was being 
implemented. 


A Survey 


A survey of the_-refugees was 
not easy, but it was done. It re- 
vealed there were 287 doctors, 
many of them surgeons and spe- 
cialists, who had been able to es- 


cape from Cuba. Most of them) 


originally had believed in Castro’s

Dr. Jones was able to obtain 


funds to establish chairs in the} 


medical school for four of them. 
Their names and qualifications 
vividly illustrate the quality of 
men who have fled tyranny. They 
are: Dr. Jose Centurion, profes- 
sor of medicine at the University 
of Havana, and a member of the 
American College of Physicians; 
Dr. Hectoro Roccamora, member 
of the Cuban Society of Gynecol- 
ogy and Obstetrics; Dr. Jose Las- 
ta, professor of surgery at Ha- 
vana University and member of 
the American Society; and Dr. 
Pardo Costello, professor of der- 
matology and a member of the 
American Association of Derma- 
tology. In addition to their faculty 
work these men are assisting with 
Dr. Jones’ idea.

Notice of the Miami Medical 
School plan was made known.

Others 
since have come forward to say 
they did not learn in time and 
wish, now, to participate. They 
will be admitted. 


Those who pass the E.C.F.M.G. 
examinataions will be immediate- 
ly eligible to work as residents in 
American hospitals or in allied 
medical fields. 


“IT have long felt,’ said Dr. 
Jones, “that American education 
provided a magnificent opposition 
to the spread of communism and 
that nowhere could it be more 
helpful than among those who 
come to us as refugees. These 
Cuban doctors will be able to con- 
cinue work. They will retain their 
professional competence by being 
able to use their. skills. If they 
return to Cuba when communism 
is driven out they will remember 
that this country’s educational 
doors were open to them. 


*‘Most of them will, of course, 
want to go home. Some may wish 
to remain here. There are liter- 
ally hundreds of American com- 
munities which are totally with- 
out medical care. There is a place 
for them. We hope to have finan- 
cial help from .various medical 
associations and _ foundations. 
Meanwhile, we have enough to go 
ahead. I. dream of this sort of 
thing being done for all refugees 
who flee tyranny and come to us. 
Our educational system must pro- 
vide them with the tools and find 
a place to use them to enrich our 
own culture, professions and econ- 
omy.”’

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State House V otes 
Credit on U.S. Tax

_ The House gave tentative approval Thursday to a move that 
would allow taxpayers to deduct federal income tax payments from 
their state returns—and would cut state tax collections by nearly 


$20 million. 


Administration leaders immedi- 
ately started a campaign to stop 
the move by Rep. Robert An- 
drews of Hall County, saying it 
would force a cut in teacher sal- 
aries rather than allow a raise 
the: Legislature has discussed se- 
riously. 


House Speaker George L. Smith 
II sent letters to teachers in An- 
drews’ home county telling them 
they “might have to take a pay 
cut as part of a general state 
‘belt-tightening’ ”’ if the measure 
passes. 


Andrews’ maneuver caught the 
House unawares. It had just voted 
138-0 to allow taxpayers to deduct 
more of their medical and dental 
expenses from state returns. 


It then began consideration of a 
routine bill which would have al- 
lowed the Revenue department to 
stop payment on income tax re- 
fund checks which have not been 
cashed in 180 days. 


As some debate ended, Andrews

federal tax payments would be 
exempted from the income on 
which state taxes would have to 
be paid. 


House Floor Leader Frank Twit- 
ty objected to the amendment and 
asked if it would not decrease 
state income by ‘“‘several million 
dollars.” 


“As much as I personally am 
in favor of the amendment, I will 
have to vote against it,”’ Twitty 
said. ‘‘Until we find out where we 
are going to get new taxes to re- 
place it, I cannot vote for it.’ 


Andrews argued the bar against 
deduction was “morally wrong” 
since it took money from tax- 
payers which already had been 
taken from them once in the form 
of federal withholding taxes. 


“All of you have had this bill 
in mind,” he added. “It is some- 
thing the people in your home 
town want.” 


The House then voted 69 to 66 
to adopt the amendment, and

It did not mention the fact 
that Premier Fidel Castro had 
made a virtual peace bid to 
Washington a week ago, when 
commenting on Kennedy's “begin 
anew’ inaugural address, he 
said: 

“For our part, we are going to 
begin aney,” 

In a further overture to the new 
Democratic administration, Cas- 
tro had suspended all 
trials — and firing squad execu- 
tions—for five days. 


BOWS TO RED AID 


But El Mundo, apparently set- 
ting the tone of future official re- 
action to Kennedy's stand of no 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
while the Castro government con- 
tinues its open alliance. with the 
Communist bloc, praised the eco- 
nomic support received from the 
Soviet Union, its satellite nations, 
and Communist China. 


Meanwhile, travelers from Las 
Villas Province reported that gov- 
ernment forces had succeeded in 
breaking up a counterrevolution- 
ary supply group operating in the 
Escambray Mountains from head- 
quarters in the city of Trinidad. 
At least .six anti-Castro rebels 
were killed in skirmishes during 
the past 48 hours, they said, and 
a wholesale roundup of suspects 
is under way in that area.

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Must We Insure 
Illiteracy in State? 


Having moved so commendably to 
preserve public education in Georgia, it 
is difficult to believe the General As- 
sembly will seriously consider encourag- 
ing and perpettating illiteracy in the 
state through repeal of the compulsory at- 
tendance law. . 


When this mandatory attendance law 
went into effect in 1946 enrollment in- 
creased 10 per cent among whites and 
15 per cent among Negroes. Total enroll- 
ment is now 949,000. State School Supt. 
Claude -Purcell says enrollment would 
drop in about the same proportion if the 
law is repealed and many students would 
attend only part time. 


Latest figures show that Georgia ranks 
about 48th in the nation in median school 
years completed by persons 25 years of 
age and older. It ranks 49th in number 
of high school graduates. Almost 25 per 
cent of the population over 25 has had 
five years or less of schooling. Our illiter- 
acy rate is one of the highest, reflected 
in the fact that 42.9 per cent of Selective 
Service registrants were disqualified by 
mental tests in 1958. 


In a recent study of Georgia income 
by counties, the Georgia Tech Engineer- 
ing Experiment Station proved a direct 
relationship between per capita incomes 
and years of schooling. The study by Dr. 
John Fulmer showed that each rise of one 
year in the median level of education of 
a county was reflected in a per capita in- 
come increase of $200 in that county. 

Educational level is the basic factor in 
productive ability and personal income 
payments. If 10 per cent of the state’s 
638,858 white children and 15 per cent 
of 310,000 Negroes drop out of school, 
the effect on growth of the economy is 
obvious. And numerically more whites 
than Negroes would be affected. 

It might be to the advantage of some 
politicians to keep Georgia near the bot- 
tom of the heap in education and earning 
power. It certainly will not benefit the 
state as a whole. 

We cannot conceive of the legislature 
dealing Georgia such a blow. Let’s go for- 
ward, not backward!

One Term Is Enough 
In One-Party Georgia 


Under ideal conditions the people of 
a state should never be denied the right 
to vote for any man they should want for 
a particular office, especially the high- 
est office, governor. 

Unfortunately, Georgia politics are 
not ideal. For this reason we oppose the 
recommendation by a House committee 
that governors be allowed to succeed 
themselves. 

Georgia is a one-party state. It is, 
even worse, a one-faction, one-party 
state. The people need to have the pro- 
tection that a once-every-four-years fight 
for political plums provides—and so far 
the only device we have found for in- 
suring that fight is the requirement that 
a new governor be elected each term. 

It is an artificial device. But until the 
Republican Party arrives at the point 
where it can provide robust opposition or 
until there is the growth of a vital oppo- 
sition movement within the Democratic 
Party in the state, such artificial means 
must be depended upon to keep the state 
from becoming one man’s domain.

President Needs Help 
On Hot Potato at Home 


President Kennedy’s first press con- 
ference revealed a composed chief ex- 
ecutive capable of handling the world’s 
hottest potatoes coolly. But he needs help 
in handling one at home. 


His order to keep flights over Russia 
grounded is a sound one which the Ameri- 
can people will back and the world will 
applaud. Whether Russia’s release of the 
two RB-17 fliers was a trade doesn’t 
matter. After pleading guilty to the over- 
flights we were in no position to repeat 
them; the two fliers deserved release on 
the merits of their case. The Soviets 
tacitly conceded their innocence by re- 
leasing them while holding the U2 pilot. 


The help Mr. Kennedy needs at home 
relates to Speaker Sam Rayburn’s effort 
to enlarge the House Rules Committee. 


The nation’s new President and the 
South’s old friend in the House consider 
the enlargement essential if they are to 
pass the Kennedy programs. 


Yet many of Georgia’s congressmen 
have failed to come forward to help their 
party, the President and the speaker from 
Texas, but have instead hung back with 
Republicans to oppose the change. 


Mr. Kennedy has declined to be vin- 
dictive toward the South by purging Mis- 
Sissippi Rep. William Colmer from the 
committee, a step that would achieve the 
same end as enlargement—it would re- 


move Rep. Howard Smith’s conservative— 


Republican roadblock on his legislation. 


Instead, the President has sought by 
gentler means to achieve the freer hand 
his programs need, and Rayburn is try- 
ing to help him. If Georgia’s representa- 
tives join other Southerners in being so 
unappreciative of Mr. Kennedy’s re- 
straint and Mr. Sam’s long loyalty as to 
withhold support on the vote, now put 
off until Tuesday, it will be a poor day 
judgment. 


The President who got Georgia’s vote 
and the speaker who holds her respect de- 
serve the vote of her representatives next 
Tuesday in the House.

There’s a Better Way 
Than Unmarked Cars 


The “unmarked car” bill would lose 
only a part of its potential danger in the 
way it is being rewritten. 


In the new version being prepared 
only the State Patrol could use unmarked 
cars rather than allowing any law en- 
forcement officer in Georgia to do so. 

That still would not insure safeguards 
against abuses by thugs posing as law- 
men. Nor would unmarked cars have the 
deterrent effect on traffic violations as do 
those that are plainly marked. 

Backers of the bill would do well to 
forget about it and instead band their 
efforts toward getting more uniformed 
patrolmen on the roads—and in cars mo- 
torists recognize as being driven by 
watchful troopers, who mean business in 
keeping drivers in line.

Kennedy Moves 
To Defrost War 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy indicat- 
ed in his first press conference that a conscious 
effort is now being made by his administration 


to improve United States-Soviet relations. His demeanor and tone 
was that of a man who was cautiously but nevertheless definitely 


trying to defrost the cold war a 


Once or twice he reverted to the 
usual dialogue of the world strug- 
gle by referring to the Commu- 
nists as “the enemy,” but his 
manner was conciliatory, as if he 
wanted to begin his responsibili- 
ties with safe but friendly ges- 
tures. 

The young chief executive, in 
office only five days, did not say 
so, but his major announcements 


_ gave the impression of what the — 


diplomats call a ‘‘simultaneous 
exchange” with the U.S.S.R. 


On the one hand the Soviets re- 
leased the two U.S. flyers of the 
Air Force RB 47, shot down in 
the vicinity of the White Sea last 
July 1. On the other, President 
Kennedy announced that he had 
given the order that flights of 
U.S. military planes over the So- 
viet Union should not be re- 
sumed. 


These were perhaps no more 
than gestures, but at the same 
time they seemed to represent 
an effort in both capitals to re- 
store relations to where they were 
before the U2 was shot down deep 
in Soviet territory last May. 

Since then there has been a pro- 
longed period of hostility—almost 
a break in useful diplomatic con- 
tacts—between the two capitals. 
The concessions on the U2 and 
the RB47 flyers at least indicated 


little. 


a willingness on both sides to re- 
store those contacts. 


Incidentally, it is of some his- 
toric note that President Kenne- 
dy’s decision to avoid unsanctioned 
military flights over the U.S.S.R. 
restores U.S. policy on that ques- 
tion to where it was the last time 
the Democrats were in power. 

During President Truman’s ad- 
ministration a proposal was made 
to the President that such over- 
flights be approved as a neces- 
sary. intelligence operation. This 
was sent to the State Department 
where Dean Rusk, now secretary 
of State and then an assistant 
secretary, wrote a memorandum 
opposing the flights. 

The United States, his memo- 
randum said, should not be in 
a position where it could reason- 
ably be charged with defying the 
law of nations by such over- 
flights. What, he asked, would the 
United States say if one of its 
planes were shot down? How could 
the United States be sure that the 
Russians would not retaliate vio- 
lently when they picked up these 
intruding planes on their radar 
screens? And finally, he asked, 
would the intelligence gathered be 
worth the risk? Truman accepted 
the memorandum and rejected 
the adventure that President ‘Ei- 
senhower later approved.

There is one display in Rich’s Civil War 
Centennial exhibition that tells more poignantly 
than 10,000 words could tell the tragic differences 


in the Gereutieied capacities of the North and South. The exhibit 
shows, on one panel, the uniform of a lieutenant in the Confed- 


erate army. 


It is made of gray homespun. 


It is stained with the red mud of 
the battle fields, The trousers are 
frayed and torn. 


Looking at this uniform, saved 
down the years by a proud and 
loving family, you can see the 
face of the brave man who wore 
it. It was a young face, thin from 
hunger, haggard from fatigue, 
with eyes haunted by the memory 
of battles. 


On the adjoining panel is the 
uniform of a Yankee lieute ant. 

It is made of dark.blue broad- 
cloth of fine quality. Tt is simply 
and elegantly cut and rich with 
braid. With it is a warnt cape of 
heavy wool. It is a cent 
piece of haberdashery. 

It was, of course, the Yankee 
soldier’s dress uniform, not his 
battle gear. But so was the bat- 


- tered homespun the Confederate 
soldier’s dress uniform. It was, | 


I am pretty sure, the only uniform 
he had. 

The uniforms to ‘me tell their 
own mute story. We went into a 
war with nothing to sustain us but 


pride and courage. We lacked the 
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mills for making cloth for uni- 
forms — the lead for making 
bullets, the steel for making guns. 


Throughout the exhibit the piti- 
ful story is told over and over. 
The relics of the Confederacy — 
the -canteens, the cartridge 
pouches, the guns, the swords, all 
the war gear that an army must 
have were inferior in quality and 
quantity to the war gear of the 
North. 


Implied, but undisplayed, are 
the other lacks that. were fatal — 
the lack of food, the lack of 
«powder, the lack of manpower in 
numbers, the lack of medicine and 
bandages and of doctors and 
nurses and hospitals. 

That ancient jest of the bivouacs 
— “We can whup the Yankees 
with cornstalks. Yes, but the durn 
scoundrels won't fight that way!”

How Do Negroes Really Feel? 


Occasional Letter Gives Hint 


A Georgia legislator remarked the other day that he wasn’t as anti-At- 
lanta as rural representatives are reputed to be, particularly those once re- 
ferred to by Marvin Griffin as ‘‘the boys from the boondocks and the branch 


heads.” He even likes Atlanta, as a place to visit, of course. (‘‘Wouldn’t live here if you gave me 
the place.”’) And, genially aware that he was turning another deft cliche, he added, “‘Don’t get me 
wrong. Some of my best friends are Atlantans.” 


There’s one Atlanta attitude 
in his erstwhile south Georgia 
neighbors that—disturbs~ him. 
Once they were fired up over 
preserving racial segregation 
in the schools, stores and pub- 
lic places. Now he finds they 
are either tepid on this question 
or not much interested at all. 

“Of course,” he temporized, 
‘vou have a different class of 
Nigra up here.” 

It occurred to me in going 
through the mail a day or so 


after my talk with this gentle- 
man that he made a good point. 
He may not have been exposed 
to the ideas and feelings of any 
Negroes except those who work 
in his home or fields. The point 
of view of an educated, trav- 
eled, well-dressed, well-housed 
Negro is something he has 
missed altogether or else at- 
tributes to some Northern, 
vaguely sinister and subversive 


organization identified in his 
mind as the NAACP. 

I can’t claim that I know 
any Negroes who could temper 
his fevered aversion to equal- 
ity of the races. I don’t hear 
from many myself. But there 
is an occasional letter to give 
you a flash of insight into how 
some dark-skinned people feel. 
An Atlanta Negro woman 
wrote: 

“Can you imagine being a 
lover of symphonic music and 
attending a concert only to be 
seated in the top balcony near 
the stage where only the per- 
cussions are visible? Can you 
think of having friends come to 
town who have made special 
studies of Joel Chandler Har- 
ris or have doctorate degrees 
in literature and not being able 
to take them to visit the ‘Wren’s 
Nest’? (Harris’ old home.) ... . 
Do you think that moderately 
gifted children or even gifted 
would be welcome in some of 
our better schools if they hap- 
pen to be of the wrong color?” 

Then there was one letter 
from a young woman who said 
with a touch of sadness, I 
thought, that it would be “‘a 
very strange and naive Negro 
attending any recently inte- 
grated Southern college who 
would expect other than riots 
and coldness to await him.”’ 

“In fact,” she added, ‘‘what 
the average Negro in such a 
situation would hope for at the 
best is coldness. . . . The Ne- 
gro is surprised at the self-de- 
ceit that leads white Southern- 
ers to believe Negroes ‘expect 
to be treated as other human 
beings.” 

And from a Negro mother: 
“The Negro child is taught at 
a very early age that the cold 
stares are coming and how to 
react *oward them. Let them 
continu: ‘he colder they are, 
the hara:: we fight because 


' we know we can, with a prayer

DeKalb Files Bills

Later, the House Speaker said 
Andrews’ amendment ‘“‘would re- 
duce the state’s annual income by 
at least $15 to $20 million.” 


He pointed out the amendment 
was adopted “by a very slim ma- 
jority,” and called on the House 
to “consider the practical aspects 
of the amendment.” 


‘Where is the $:5 to $20 million 
to come from? Either taxes must 
be raised or expenditures must 
be cut,” Smith said. 


He continued: 


“Teachers, unhappy with Gov. 
Vandiver’s proposal to raise their 
salaries $200 if funds are avail- 
able, have asked for more. 


“Although the General Assem- 
bly intends to do everything pos- 
sible for the teachers, the $200 
raise from contingent funds would 
be impossible under the Andrews 
amendment. In fact, teachers 
might have to take a pay cut as 


part of a general state ‘belt- 
tightening.’ 
“Tl have informed by letter 


many of the teachers from Mr. 
Andrews’ home county of the pos- 
sible consequences of his amend- 
ment.” 


Agriculture Commissioner Phil

Rep. Robert Scoggin of Floyd |

Scoggin said the bill, which 


would become effective with next 
vear’s tax returns, would allow 
Georgians to deduct all drug costs 
over one per cent of the adjusted 
gross income. 


The taxpayers also would be 


able to deduct all medical ex- 
penses over three per cent of ad- 
justed gross income. The present 
state rate is all medical expenses 
over five per cent of the adjusted 
gross, 


Bill Urges 
Abolition of 
Road Board 


A bill which would abolish the 
State Highway Board and replace 
it with a 10-member commission 
was introduced in the House 
Thursday by Reps. Culver Kidd 
and Philip Chandler of Baldwin 
County. 


The bill, which probably will 
die in committee for lack of 
support, would provide for elec- 
tion by the Legislature of one 
highway commissioner from each 
of the state’s 10 congressional 
districts. 


A resolution introduced in the 
House by Rep. Harry Mixon of 
Irwin would urge Georgia’s con- 
grensional delegation to “do all 
in their power to take whatever 
action necessary to prevent wel- 
fare payments for illegitimate 
children.” 


The resolution noted that a law 
has been enacted in Georgia 
prohibiting payments to any 
mother for more than one illegiti- 
mate child. But it added that 
the federal agency administering 
the welfare program threatened 
to withhold all funds from the 
state unless the law was repealed. 


“There is no action which might 
be taken on the State level to 
cope with this situation,’’ the 
measure noted, “but action needs 
to be taken on the federal level.”

Dr. Janet Travell, 69, brisk, 
blue-eyed physician who became 
the first woman White House doc- 
tor in history, held her first news 
conference Thursday. 


GIVES PATIENT’S CONDITION

anything he likes.” 


Is she still giving him treat- 
ments, as she did after his oper- 
ation for a back injury in 1954?

RETICENT ON STEROID 


On only one question was Dr. 
Travell reticent. She said it would 
be unprofessional for her to dis- 
cuss whether Kennedy is still tak- 
ing a steroid preparation, as had 
been reported in some stories. 


But she left no doubt that she 
considers him in excellent health. 
Even his weight — about 175 
pounds—is perfect for his height 
and build, Dr. Travell said, and 
his blood pressure is normal. 


Dr. Travell, who described her- 
self as a general practitioner with 
a special interest in muscular 
pains, said her prescription for 
exercise was part of her general 


conviction that the way to keep 


muscles happy is to keep using 
them in the ways in which they 
have been trained. 


URGES SWIMMING 


*‘The President is a fine swim- 
mer,”’ she said. ‘‘He has this nice 
pool available.

Travell confirmed, “‘because he 
has already said so,”’ that she 
treated Kennedy ‘vith small injec- 
tions of novocaine into several 
muscles when he was having back 
troubles in 1955. She said the 
President was referred to her by 
his surgeon. Kennedy had under- 
gone an operation the year be- 
fore and was still suffering con- 
siderable pain. 


RELAXED MUSCLES

At Wednesday Showing in Paris House

PARIS—Madelaine de Rauch’s 
collection today was like one of 
those rockets that never make 
it off the landing pad. 


Designer Jean Marie Armand, 
a former assistant at Nina Ricci, 
was supposed to orbit into the 
bigtime with his first collection 
for Madelaine de Rauch, on this 
the third of the spring fashion 
showings in Paris. Instead, 
nothing happened. 


Except for a series of suits 
and coats that looked as though 
they could have walked out of a 
Nini Ricci collection two years 
ago, the collection appeared the 
same as always.

They claim that 
he only designed a small part 
of the collection and that he 
hasn’t been given his head yet. 


They also point out that the 
one coat that was applauded—a 
purple tweed, masterfully cut 
affair with a rather high-waist- 
ed line—was a sign that Ar- 
mand is a great technician 
capable of great designs.

The question is will he take 
his job back from Bohan after 
a single season? French law 
assures him, like any draftee, 
that he can if he chooses. 


Should Bohan produce the 
success Paris fashion circles 
expect of him tomorrow, what 
will be his set-up with the House 
of Dior? 


In the meantime, according to 
Women’s Wear Daily, the Maison 
Dior has issued a statement say- 
ing Yves Saint-Laurent will re- 
turn to the house following the 
spring showing. 


The house said it was still not 
decided as to what would hap- 
pen to Marc Bohan. There was 
also no indication of exactly 
when Saint-Laurent would re- 
turn. 


What the relationship of the 
two designers will be is believed 
to depend on how successful 
Bohan’s first Dior collection will 
be. It might be that Bohan 
would return to Dior London, 
but it is difficult to conceive of 
Bohan being farmed out if his 
collection clicks.

“Chances are,” an article in 
Variety says, “the Sing Along 
With Mitch show will go off 
entirely in April.” 


I had hoped that Sing Along 
With Mitch might become a 
permanent show on the NBC-TV 
schedule.

season rolls around, and in most 
counties the wild. turkey is no 
longer legal game. 


But the boys who battle the 


briars for bobwhites claim that 
late January and February 
make up their most exciting 
part of the quail season. The 
birds are stronger, smarter, fly 
faster and in many ways the 
diminishing covies add zest and 
color to the mid-winter shooting. 
From this come some very vivid 
accounts of unusual happenings 
in the field. 


Johnny Mayer told me that 
one of his most interesting 
incidents on a quail hunt oc- 
curred the other day in middle 
Georgia. He shot down a bird 
at the edge of a swamp and 
his hunting partner walked over 
to retrieve it. He stopped where 
the bobwhite had gone down 
and called back to Johnny. 


“Come over here. I want a 
witness, and maybe we should 
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have several witnesses. I don’t 
believe this and I’m standing 
here looking at it.” 


The quail had fluttered down 
through the brush, landed on 
the head of a cottontail crouched 
deep in its form and lay dead 
on its back, between the ears 
of the rabbit. Obviously it was 
a situation which the cottontail 
had never encountered, since it 
continued to sit in its nest, wear- 
ing the quail like a bonnet. They 
picked the quail from the head 
of the rabbit, and since the 
dogs were far off, hunting sin- 
gle birds, added the cottontail to 
their bag. 


That’s Johnny Mayer's story 
and 1ot -mine. I only pass it 
along to illustrate my point that 
anything can happen to a quail 
hunter, and as a prelude to an 
experience of my own. 


Colonel Robert Troutman and 
I were hunting a few days ago 
in southern Georgia. Whatever 
the circumstances, Colonel Bob 
is a charming and delightful 
companion, and our morning 
session with the bobwhites was 
chock-full of pleasant moments. 


At noon we unloaded our guns, 

put up the dogs and got into 
the car. We didn’t drive more 
than a hundred yards along the 
sandy, back road before Bob 
exclaimec, ‘“‘My stars! Look 
a-yonder!”’ 


Standing on the roadside, with 
its head up, was a big male 
bobwhite, with its head high 
and white throat shining. The 
Colonel cautiously pushed. the 
car door open, fumbled in his 
hunting coat pocket and came 
up with a handful of shelle, but 
loaded only one barrel of his 
double. The quail had stepped 
back into the fringe of sedge 
and disappeared. 


I didn’t even get out of the 
car. My hunting partner stepped 
over the rim of sedge and into 
the middle of the largest covey 
we had seen all day. The roar 
was loud enough to blast him 
off his feet, but: even this. start- 
ling development did not deter 
him from his purpose. With his 
shell he brought back to the 
car one male bobwhite, and 
knowing Colonel’ Troutman. as 
I do, | am sure it was the 
same bobwhite we had seen by 
the roadside ».

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Rich’s Sells Knoxville Store, 
To Speed Atlanta Expansion

Rich's, Inc., will speed up its 
suburban Atlanta expansion pro- 
gram as a result of selling its 
Knoxville branch to its largest 
competitor in that city, Miller's 
Incorporated. 


The sale, announced Thursday, 
was for cash. 


$14 MILLION INVOLVED 


Although terms were not dis- 
closed, the deal is believed to 
have involved close to $14 million. 


The transaction wrote finis to 
the huge Atlanta department 
store’s first and only concrete at- 
tempt to establish what was ex- 
pected to become a_ regional 
chain when the Knoxville store 
opened five years and five months 
ago. 


But it will accelerate the de 
velopment of at least three new 
suburban stores already planned 
for the Atlanta area. 


INVESTMENT LIQUIDATED 


The deal reportedly covers the 
94-year-old Atlanta firm’s entire 
investment in Knoxville, which 
began with its acquisition of the 
S. H. George Co. department 
store in 1954. 


In addition to its purchase, ef- 
fective Sunday, of Rich’s Knox- 
ville store merchandise, fixtures 
and accounts, Miller’s will sub- 
lease with an option to buy at 
some future time the $8 million 
store building-parking garage- 
warehouse complex owned by 
Rich’s employes pension fund. 


Officially, the Atlanta firm's 
decision to sell its Knoxville 


branch was influenced by the dy- 
namic growth of Metropolitan At- 
lanta and the outstanding per- 
formances of its two existing sub- 
urban stores here 


TO ACCELERATE EXPANSION 


In stating this Thursday, Rich’s 
president Richard H. Rich added, 
“This consolidation of our assets 
will accelerate our further expan- 
sion and development in the At- 
lanta area.” 


Several other considerations 
also are apparent in Rich’s de- 
cision to dispose of its lone out- 
of-state operation as a result of 
the negotiations -which, it has 
been learned, were initiated on 
behalf of Miller’s early last 
year.

It is no secret that Rich’s has! 


been disappointed in the failure 
of the Knoxville business to grow 
as fast as originally anticipated 
and planned for. Designed to do 
a sales volume of more than $20 
million a year, it was expected 
to reach about $12 million in its 
first year and reach its peak in 
only a few more years. 


But in its fifth year, 1960, its 
sales reportedly reached only 
about $14 million, the highest yet 
for it or any Knoxville store, but 
still a long way from the goal. 


LAGGING RETURN 


As a result, the return on the 
investment has lagged behind the 
rate hoped for. 


And it probably would have 
taken several more years to pay 
off the investment, even though 
the Knoxville branch appeared 
likely to become increasingly 
profitable. After spending its first 
three years in the red, it moved 
into the plus column in 1959 and 
stayed there last year. 


It also is likely that Rich’s, 
after 89 years of doing business | 
only in Atlanta, has in the past 
five years found absentee man-. 
agement of a distant branch 
somewhat more of a headache 
than it had bargained for. 


AFFECTED MILLER’S 


And Miller’s no doubt wanted 
to talk turkey because it, too, 
had little reason to be pleased 
with Rich’s Knoxville operation— 
at least with the effects it was 
having on Miller’s own sales and 
earnings.
